The  ap¬ 
plicant  flrat  aigna  thia  agreement;  It 
to  hereby  agreed  that,  if  the  letter  is  re¬ 
turned  to  me,  I  will  protect  you  from 
any  and  all  claim*  made  agamst  you 
for  such  return  and  will  toll}  indemni¬ 
fy  you  for  any  loaa  you  may|*oatato  by 
reason  of  such  action.  And  1  herewith 
deposit  $—  to  cover  all  expenses  incur 
zed  and  will  deliver  to  you  the  envel¬ 
ope  of  the  letter  returned.”  In  many 
oaaes  persons  have  made  remittance*  tc 
fraudulent  parties  or  irresponsible  firms, 
not  learning  their  true  character  until 
after  the  letter  had  gone,  and  have  suo- 
oeeded  to  recalling  them.
